We 
are told that the Crovernment has ordered the adoption of sharp 
measures. and that the wearing of National Radical uniforms is 
expected to be prohibited. It is high time that something were 
done. for. act ording to our Warsaw ¢o} respondent, Jews were set upon 
and beaten in the main streets of that city under the very eyes of 
the authorities.

But we cannot withhold such help from them as it is in our 
power to give.

Obituary 


Tue Late Mr. ABRAHAM FREEDMAN 

Dr. MAURICE SORSBY writes: 

The passing of Abraham Freedman in his prime is a severe loss to the 
Jewish professional circles in London. Wherever any intellectual life 
flickeredin the Community Freedman wasthere— unostentatious, unassum- 
ing but none the less effective. With his clear-cut views, transparent 
fionesty and almost childish doggedness, heal ways exerted agreat influence. 
Easily angered by opposition, he had no enemies, for there was nota 
shred of pettiness or malice in him. His singleminded devotion to any 
thing Jewish would sometimes blind him to the existence of a larger out.

THe LATE Mr. T. J.. TIBBEY 

Miss KATE Rosk. Headmistress of the Stepney Jewish School, 
writes: 

It is indeed fitting that a Jewish.tribute should be paid to the memory 
of Thomas James Tibbey, Headmaster for thirteen years of the Mile End 
Central School. An educationist of sound views and broad sympathies, 
he was the right person to guide the education of the Jewish boys and 
girls who formed the greater proportion of his school. Our children at 
Stepney were among those to pass on to his care, and their happiness and 
success with him were proof of his rare understanding of them and of 
their difficulties. ' Jewish religious education:-in the district owes much to 
his kindly support and interest. He did all in his power to encourage his 
Jewish pupils to be trained in the knowledge of their faith. He was 
actively concerned in the opening of the Jewish Religious Education 
Board’s Classes in his own school, and, although se busily occupied with 
his own work, he always found time to give these Classes his ready 
interest. Only quite recently, when he must have been already in failing 
health, he gave up an evening after a day’s work to add his word in an 
effort to save the Classes from dissolution. Mr. Tibbey will be affec- 
tionately remembered and greatly missed by the many past and present 
members of the school to which he brought such distinction and such 
humane understanding.

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Protective Custody: Protective Suicide 


What happens to Jews after arrest one can now only suspect. 
The Concentration Camps are surrounded by something even 
worse than electrified wire and flood-lighting. They are surrounded 
by complete silence. The death of a prisoner is the only news that 
18 allowed to the public. This news has now been published about 
Dr. Ludwig Marum,a Jew who was once Minister of Justice for 
Baden and a member of the Reichstag. He was arrested a year ago 

for his own protection.” Now he has adopted the only ultimate 
form of protection; he has hanged himself in his cell. The 
STUERMER commented : “ That was the death he chose—and he did 
well.”

The Ex-Soldiers 


It will be remembered that the German Automobile Club, on 
becoming Nazified, permitted Jews who took part in the War to 
remain members. They were treated, however. as second-rate 
members, even being prohibited from wearing the club badge. In 
fact the only right allowed them was the payment of their subscrip- 
tion. As a result, the Jews have now resigned and organised an 
Automobile Club of their own. 

The rights of Jewish ex-soldiers have been arbitrarily curbed 
by Herv Seldte, Minister of Labour, who has issued a new decree 
with the approval of Dr. Frick, the Minister of the Interior. This 
decree restricts their exemption from the Aryan Paragraph to their 
present posts. Should they leave thejr present positions for any,

At Darmstadt, a twenty-seven year old Jewish merchant named 
Willi Berndorf, of Ober-Ramstadt, has been artested “for his own 
protection " and put in prison because of his relations with a seven- 
teen-year-old “Aryan” girl, Katherina Kehr, “whose name is 
published because she forgot her duty to her race. At Darmstadt 
too, the State Press Department reports: “ The Jewish merchant 
Wilhelm Kahn of Friedberg has been taken to a concentratiou 
camp for having had sexual relations with an Aryan maidservant 
and attempting to seduce other women and girls by offering them 
money,’ | 

At Allenstein in East Prussia, a Jewish shopkeéper named 
Levenstein has had the honour of a trial. He was charged with 
having had sexual ‘intercourse with a“ non-Arvan’”’ girl employee. 
Various other employees, all “ Aryans.’ gave evidence proving his 
innocence and he was acquitted. Whereupon. the employees them- 
selves were sent to a concentration camp “to learn their duty.’ 

An “Aryan” girl at Frankfurt had relations with a 19-year old 
~ non-Aryan” and was expecting a child. The man wished to 
marry the girl and asked the Amtsgericht ‘police court) for a certifi- 
cate of majority, as according to German law a minor is forbidden 
tomarry. As the marriage legitimises the child, it is the custom of 
the courts to grant certificates in such cases. In this case, however, 
it was refused. The grounds were as follows: “It is doubtless in 
the interests ofthe State tosupport the father who wishes tolegitimise 
his child. On the other hand, the Court considers it incompatible 
with its tasks and contrary to its duty to promote the marriage of a 
non-Aryan with an Aryan.

Lirty years, the Synagogue and the Jewish Cemetery are to 


Jewry and Germany 
From Professor NORMAN BENTWICH 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sik,—A year has passed since the shock of the persecution of 
the Jews in Germany struck the Jewish people throughout the 
world. And it is opportune to take stock of what has been been 
achieved and what has not been achieved in face of the peril. On 
the credit side the outstanding thing is the way in which German 
Jewry has borne its trial. It has united its forces; it has quietly 
and methodically set about adjusting its life to the new conditions ; 
it has organised a large movement of training and retraining the 
young generation for simpler manual vocations, for agriculture and 
technical trades, recognising that the preponderance in the intellee- 
tual and commercial callings cannot continue: it has set an example 
of solidarity and mutual -help to the rest of Jewry. In the 
second place the Jewish communities outside Germany have been 
able, by their efforts, to cope with -the problem of relief of the 
thousands of refugees who left Germany. Anglo-Jewry has taken a 
creditable part in that effort. Its collection of money was greater 
than that of any other country; and the use of that money has been 
marked by a definite constructive direction. 

The League and German Jewry 

In the third place we have contrived to retain the sympathy of 

public opinion in the democratic countries, and there is a deeper 


and more serious interest in the problem of the Jewish people 
than ever before in our times. It was, too, a striking and an 


encouraging event that the Assembly of the League of ‘Nations last 
September was largely devoted to the consideration of the problem 
of German Jewry in its different aspects. The resolution about 
rights of equal citizenship, without discrimination on grounds of 
race or religion, which was submitted by the Sixth Commission of 
the Assembly, though it was not adopted in the full Assembly 
because of the single opposition of Germany, was a remarkable 
moral upholding of our cause. And the recognition by the Assembly 
that the presence of large numbers of retugees from Germany in 
the neighbouring countries was a social and an economic problem 
that called for international co-operation for its solution was 
followed by the positive step of thé appointment of a High Commis. 
sioner for the refugees. That step should bring a practical as well 
as a moral help to the Jewish Organisations in tinding a home for 
the exiles: and, more thaa that, the Office of the High Commis- 
sioner, with its Governing Body composed of representatives of a

The Tiberias Disaster 


OVER £50,000 DAMAGE DONE | 7 

In the course of a telegram to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, Sir Arthur Wauchope states that he visited Tiberias and 
satisfied himself that everything possible was being done under 
the supervision of the District Commissioner, the Mayor and the 
medical authorities for relief, treatment, housing, rationing and 
clothing of the destitute and injured. The Public Works Depart- 
ment have restored the drinking water supply. and are arranging 
for the clearance of water from the flooded houses. Relief com- 
mittees in large towns have already despatched quantities of clothing 
and blankets to Tiberias. 

The total number of deaths reported is twenty-four, and there 
are also still ten persons reported missing. 

The Mayor of Tiberias estimates that there are 5,000 homeless 
in the town, and that the damage done, including that to the 
municipal roads, reaches £100,000, Another estimate puts the 
damage at £50,000. A Government communique announces that 
arrangements are being made for feeding 2,000 people. 

Chief Rabbi Kook has issued an appeal through the Jewish 
Felegraphic Agency to all Jews throughout the world to collect 
funds for the relief of the victims. The Polish Agudath Israel 
organisation has opened a relief fund on their behalf. $e:

The Palestine Jewish Agency Executive's Immigration Depart. 
ment has announced that the certificates allotted in the new Labour 
schedule will be divided as follows: 
for Chalutzim, 


50 per cent. will be assigned 
on condition that they engage in land work, 300 for 
Oriental Jews, also on the same condition, and 200 for industrial 
experts. The remainder will go for skilled workers and artisans, 
mostly from Poland, where the majority of the certificates will be 
granted to those who have relatives in Palestine, who have made 
application for them to come out to join them in Palestine. Eight 
thousand applications of this kind have already been registered on 
behalf of brothers, sons or brothers-in-law of Palestine residents, 
the statement discloses, and 7,000 of these are in Poland, so that 
only a very small proportion of the applications can be granted. 

The position of the Jewish Agency is most difficult, the state 
ment points out, in respect of women applicants. No-less than 
5.000 Palestine residents have applied for certificates for women 
relatives, and the Jewish Agency has only 185 certificates at its 
disposal for women, and a hundred of these are earmarked for 
German Jewesses.

he destiny of the Jews is to attain the highest morality for 


themselves on a territory of their own. Yet even some Nationalist 
Jews cling to the idea of Israel's Mission. Let us set up in Pales- 
tine, they argue, an ideal commonwealth, founded on justice and 
peace and good neighbourliness, actuated by the highest Jewish 
ideals. We will in this way impress the world. We willteach Man- 
kind how the ideal commonwealth should be run. That is our Mission. 

The Jews who cling fast to the idea of the Diaspora think other- 
wise. Notin vain has Israel been scattered over the face of the 
earth. Its destiny is to suffer, to be the Whipping Boy of the 
Western World. Its Mission is by remaining true to its ideals— 
handed down in the Bible and the Talmud, and by a thousand 
teachers in many generations—to teach the world a better outlook, 
aud so to ennoble life. Jews stress the ideal of peace, of kindliness, 
of charity, of brotherhood. The Jew proclaims that his idea of the 
Fatherhood of God necessarily draws with it the corollary, the 
Brotherhood of Man. The Jew stands for social justice as against 
oppression, he believes in Deed as against Creed. The good life is 
what matters, and all men who lead the good life-—" the righteous 
of all nations have a share in the world to come. 

This belief by itself would warrant the claim for a special 
Mission of Israel. Some of the Christian Churches down to this 
very day teach a doctrine of “Grace,” which to right-thinking 
people must appear horrible. God, it is said, grants His grace quite 
@rbitrarily. You may lead a pious life. you may do good work, and 
yet if you are not among the elect, you will be doomed to perdition. 
This applies to Christians. As for those outside the church— 
heathens, Turks, Jews— even though they believe in the true 
God” (the words are Luther's), “they will 
lasting wrath and damnation.” 7

Until the world’s life reaches a higher social and ethical 
standard, the Jew may proclaim his Mission. But he does not force 
his views upon people. He believes that the best form of missionary 
endeavour is by_example. So he suffers at the hands of those who 
smite him—Hitler and his roughs, for instanceand hopes that by 
hallowing the name of God he will best become God's missionary. 
It is not an ignoble standpoint. It bears out Zangwill’s brilliant 
dictum : the people of Christ have become the Christ of peoples.

I learned that its Parnass lives in Sefton Park, and that one of its 
most devoted leaders, recently deceased, was a merchant, on one of 
the Exchanges, one of the last of the Sefardim living in Liverpool, a 
member of Princes Road Congregation Select Committee, and a great 
upholder of the Rabbonim. What a change had come over Liver. 
pool—and nothing exemplified that cakes more than that Crown 
Street Shool with its building and its personnel. 

I strolled down Brownlow Hill. Somebody told me in Town 
that’'Brownlow Hill is no longer the Jewish quarter. Iam glad I went 
to see for myself——the truth is that there must be three other quarters 
toimake the whole—but Jewish quarter it is, right enough. 

I turned into Russell Street and found the other “ Great Syna- 
gogue'’——but this time it is with a*suffix, “ Nusach Sfard.”. Why 
should not Liverpool have two “Great” Synagogues—" le’ habdil,” as 
the old folk used to say, it is going to have two great Cathedrals! I 
turned into it and found it very much neater than the old building 
I remember some twenty years ago when I once dropped in—very 
chastely restored, by a generous benefactor I was told. 

Then I went on to Islington—the Central Synagogue—still a 
fine structure, but somehow I rather formed the view from what 
I heard that the Congregation had seen better days although 
it still secures large attendances, but I should think it will 
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come into its own again, judging from what I heard of the 
force it had been during the last two decades—an unthinkable 
force forty years ago. Yet another Shool in Shaw Street—another 
Nonconformist Chapel I remember in years gone by. I found that

-They were 
the old Bedford College, and Bedford Street from Myrtle Street to 
srownlow Hill is more and more resembling the University quarter 
of Gower Street in Town. Despite hopeiessly inadequate premises 
hitherto, they have been carrying on splendid work under zealous 
leadership, more particularly recently with the change over for the 
most part to the modern living method of teaching Hebrew, 
shedding the less attractive associations of the old Cheder system. 
In the new premises the Talmud Torah has?taken on a new lease of 
life and an admirable feature is the extension of its facilities to 
girl pupils, 

The educational ladder takes those who wish to pursue their 
Jewish studies further to the parallel street, Chatham Street. Here 
the Yeshiva is established in commodious quarters. 

Who would have thought of seeing a Yeshiva in Liverpool forty 
years ago! We owe it to the new type of East European Jew (new 
at least to us) who came to give rather than to get. I saw some of 
the products of the Yeshiva. They seem of the type that will be 
vital tor the security of Anglo-Jewish Orthodox Institutions, if we 
can regard the aliens legislation as permanent. 


We know in Town how the Yeshiva influence is already making 
itself felt. In Liverpool this is also manifest. 

The whole attitude of the English Jew to the East Kuropean 
Jew was in my young days governed by the fact that the English 
Jew usually came into contact with Fast Europeans who were 
economically dependent upon him—in recent years English Jews 
have found many of them their economic equals and superiors. 


For my part when I hear of such good work done by th.

He was born about fifty years ago in Medina, where his parents 
From his childhood on he has been a thinker witha particular 


lived. 
tendency towards religious problems. His knowledge of Arabic and 
Turkish is perfect, and during the War he taught both languages 
Before the War he was the telegraphist of Medina. 


Medina is the most oriental city in Arabia, distant and strange 


to the civilised world. It is also the Holy City in which Moslem 
pilgrims from all corners of the globe foregather before proceeding 
to Mecca. This gave Ibrahim the convert (Muhammad Tawil as 
his name was formerly) an opportunity while still a child of meeting 
co-religionists of all races and nationalities. In Medina people still 
live as they did in ancient times; the centre of all activities is the 
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bazaar in the streets. The merchants sit in front of their shops and 
announce the wares they sell by verses from the Koran or stanzas 
from classical Arab poets. 

The district is dry, hot, sandy, and would never interest any- 
body in the ordinary way did it not contain Medina, which is so 
sacred in the eyes of each and every one of the 250 million Moslems 
scattered over the Old World. And it is the hope and high ideal of 
each of these to visit Mecca and Medina at least once, to enter the 
Kaaba, that most sacred Temple of Islam, and to kiss the great black 
stone built into its wall. For that is no ordinary, everyday stone; 
it was cast down from Heaven by the arch-angel Gabriel before 
Abraham our Father, the father of Ishmael, and Ishmael was the 
father of all Arabs and hence of all Moslems. So they believe, 
externally at least. 

Therefore, at a certain season in each year,élong caravans 
approach Medina from all sides, converging on the Holy City and 
footstool of Mohammed. The road is very long, difficult and toil. 
some. But the harder and more toilsome the road, the greater benefit 
to the soul and the shorter the path to the Garden of Eden. 

The whole way is not necessarily so difficult. There isa rail- 
way leading from Damascus across Trans-Jordania to Medina. The 
most difficult portion is between Medina and Mecca, which is 
reached from the coast by caravan. 


Lamps burn in the street there at night, andthe same streets 
are sluiced daily with water from powerful pumps. The Kaaba 
itself, that Moslem Holy of Holies, is roofed over with galvanised 
iron, 

In the great court of the Kaaba is a spring called “ Zemzem.” 
And precisely as it is the ideal of every Moslem to kiss the black 
stone of the Kaaba, so is it his duty to drink of the water of this self- 
same spring. Butthat is not all. Within the cool fresh waters of 


the spring is the gate leading direct to the Moslem Eden; and more , 


than one fanatic has striven, in his old age when he has nothing to 
lose, to force his. way through the waters to the portal. So that by 
the time the old body,.has been found the soul has already been 
distant. And the “ Zemzem” spring is nowcovered with an iron 
grating, while for reasons of health the water is now drunk from 
paper cups brought from the paper factories of New England. 

Jedda and Mecca are joined by the telephone and telegraph, 
with stations along the road between. If you reach such a station 


you are met by a young Arab in a long white jacket—the chief. 


operator of the station--who with great courtesy and solemn cere. 
monial demonstrates everything to you and explains with a wealth 
of elaborate detail how the weird machines work. 


His parents, the convert told me, were very observant and 
superstitious and always used to take him to a Dervish, who on each 
occasion gave him a different charm bearing varying versions of the 
Koran as a protection against the Evil Eye. 

As a youngster he once found himself drawn into a debate with 
this same Dervish concerning Jews. The Dervish on one occasion 
gave him the Bible in Arabic to read. When he returned the Bible 
he asked: “ If God has used the Jews as the medium of giving the 
world so holy a book, why should the Jewish people be forced to 
suffer so? Do not all Moslems owe much to the Jews? Why then 
does the Imam Yihia, a devout Moslem, bring so much tsuffering 
to bear upon the Jews living under his dominion in Yemen?” The 
reply of the Dervish was short and sharp: “ The Jews were cafirs 
(unbelieving heretics), had no faith in Mohammed or his teachings, 
and hence were punished by God.” 

But the Dervish's answer did not satisfy him. Muhammad 
Tawil is a simple man, pure in heart; if the spark had settled in his 
heart it had to rise into a flame; he began to ponder on the fate of 
the despised, rejected and persecuted Jewish people, the nation 
bearing within its heart a flame that thousands of years could not 
extinguish. 

It is possible, Ibrahim admits, that his profession of tele- 
graphist also helped tocause him to think so much. He was usually 
on duty at night and so grew accustomed to remain awake and have 
little to do with his fellow-men, only thinking’ quietly for himself 
and tending to trust his own thoughts more than the opinions he 
heard around him. Even now, when he has not seen Medina for 
many years and no longer acts as telegraphist, he sleeps very little 

no more than three hours a night. 

In those sleepless nights in Medina he used to meditate on the 
Koran, and came to remarkable views regarding it. The more he 
meditated regarding it, the more he came to think that the “ Torah ” 
of the Children of Israel is true and that Mohammed was only a 
duke, a king or a sultan; but that he had in no way been entitled to 
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abrogate the one true Torah which God Himself had revea}..: . 
Moses our Master, upon whom be peace. 


Then there was something else. The family possessed a; 
book, a kind of family chronicle that was perhaps six hundred .. 
old. This book frequently referred to the “ Children of Israe! 
always favourably. And thus his night thoughts united wit! 
ancient record into a single picture. Matters continued th» 
many years. The picture he had designed occupied his mind « 
ing ‘or waking, wherever he turned and wherever he went. |. 
very dreams he would meet an old man who told him to believe 
in the Torah of Moses. 


Once he andothers journeyed a matter of five days from Mev 
to the “Jews of Khaibar” in order that he should meet a Je.

And one evening he felt that there was a break in his life 
was lying solitary and staring with open eyes into the lim 
emptiness of the night.

Here he became poor. He has shown me documents pr 
that he was robbed in Trans-Jordania of the 600 dollars he had 
him. He wrote to Abdallah’s Government demanding compensa’ 
and was answered that nothing could be done to help him: s 
and his little son, complete strangers, wandered about Jerusalem 
two orphans. | 

He tried to work as a manual labourer, but found that he 
not do so as he lacked the strength and experience. Furthe:

A very large number have lost their basis 
of existence, and there is no escape tor them. either except in 
emigration.’ 

The vital statistics adduced by Dr. Ruppin show that there has 
been a marked decline in Jewish fertility, though it is still higher 
than that of non-Jews. The approximate birth rate of Jews per 
thousand, he calculates, lias declined from 45 in the 17th century to 
18 in 1932, while the death rate has declined from 40 to 10 in the 
same period. The peak period of national increase was in the 
quinquennium 190! to 1905 when it was 18 per thousand. In 1932 
it was only 8. These.tendencies are noted to a similar extent among 
non-Jews. A surprising fact noted by Dr. Ruppin is the higher 
marriage age among Jews than non-Jews in Poland, Hungary and 
Lithuania for which figures are available. 

The Jews have a lower death rate at the earlier ages; their 


mortality tables consequently show an abnormal!age distribution. . 


Some interesting facts and figures are adduced concerning the 
Jewish ‘addiction and resistance to certain diseases. The lower 
death rate from tuberculosis, for instance, is most marked, Fish.- 
berg is quoted as suggesting that this greater power of resistance is 
due to the fact that tuberculosis is predominantly an urban disease, 
and that two thousand years of town life has by selection produced 
a higher resistance among the Jews. 

Dr. Ruppin notesa considerable increase in Jewish Suicides, but 
his explanation of this increase is inadequate. 


From the economic point of view the decrease in the death rate 
has offset the decline in fertility, and has thus made it the more 
difficult forthe struggling Jewish communities of Eastern Europe 
to secure the means of existence. 

“The change in the movement of population with the Jews,” 
says Dr. Ruppin, “ has, however, produced one advantage. While 
previously great numbers died in infancy and childhood, or before 
the end of their working years, and therefore did not do their share 
of work, the percentage of those who now live through that entire 
period is much greater. Thus, from an economic point of view, a 
much smaller part of the expenditure on the maintenance and 
education of children is lost; and in this respect the Jews in ali

The prevalence of mixed marriages is havin 
important effect in impairing the purity oi the race and a 
greater effect in weakening it. Dr. Ruppin asserts that not : 
than 10 per cent. of the children born to mixed marriages adhe: 
Judaism throughout life. 

He shows that there is a close inter-relation between : 
marriages and baptisms. “Mixed marriages,’ he says,’ are 
frequent where the Jews enjoy social equality and free inte: 
with non-Jews ; baptism, where they hope by that means to e¢ 
a certain social ostracism. Thus, mixed marriages are freque: 
Australia, South America and Italy, but baptisms there are te. 
reverse is the case in Budapest and Vienna.’ 

While remarking on the) passing of the Jewish hegem 
America, Dr. Ruppin notes en passant a significant change 
former days: “In past centuries, famous scholars in Babylon, 5) 
and Poland were asked to adjudicate difficult religious ques 
and their dicta became law for the entire Diaspora ; now leadersh 
Jewry is based foremost on wealth, political influence and organ:

Dr. Ruppin doubts, however, whether America will te

countries—but is normally obliterated by other thoughts and 
occupations. This lack of intensity in Jewish life makes it +¢ 
doubtful whether, in the absence of fresh immigration and in vi 
of the progressing Americanisation, the American Jews wi! i 
long run maintain the leading position in Jewry which their po::' 
and economic importance has secured for them since the Wat 

Dr. Ruppin might have been expected to display a little wan 
in his chapter on Zionism, but he is as uninspiring and frig) 
as in the bulk of the rest of the book..

Langer, representing the interests of trade and industry. Dr. Ehrlich 
is a distinguished law yer, who fought during the War. He has belonged 
for over twenty years to the Board of the Vienna Community and 
was for some years a member of the Vienna City Council. He is a 
Zionist and has several times been President of the Austrian Zionist 
Organisation. Dr. Langer, a banker, has for a number of years been 
President of the Vienna Merchants’ Association. The Jewish popu- 
lation of Vienna is 10 per cent. of the whole; thus, two representa- 
tives out of sixty-four is far below the actual proportion. 

In his inaugural address to the Municipality, the Lord Mayor, 
Herr Schmitz stated: “ The minorities of our city may rest assured 
that, as we are certain of the Christian and German character of 
our city, we can all the more be liberal and generous in our care 
for the minorities’ rights and wishes. - 

In face of this, it is all the more regrettable that the VATER- 
LAENDISCHE FRONT, the official monthly organ of the sole recognised 
party, in its May number warmly recommends two books of the 
crudest anti-Semitic type. One of them is entitled “ Judaism, the 
Historical Antithesis to Christianity,’ the other is in the nature of 
a “ popularisation”’ of the “ Protocols of Zion” by a Catholic Priest.

The Cairo ‘Community libel’ case, which aroused such intense 
feeling in Kkgypt and elsewhere, is now to have a sequel. When 
M. Jabes recently. took legal action for defamation against Herr 
von Meeteren, the former President of the German Club of Cairo, 
three other local Jewish residents had associated themselves with 
him in the case.

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Books and Bookmen 


A JEW SPEAKS 


Professor Norman Bentwich’'s treatise in the Twentieth Century 
Library, THE Jews. (Bodley Head, 2s. 6d.)}, possesses all the virtaes. It 
is concise yet comprehensive ; it is learned yet lively ; it is colourful and 
quotable. This is a book which, like the Chief Rabbi's ‘‘ Book of Jewish 
Thoughts,’’ is eminently suitable for presentation to one’s Gentile friends; 
it can do nothing but good. Prof. Bentwich says he has tried to avoid 
what Feuchtwanger calls * The Jewish Passion for always being in the 
right.’’ He has sufficient courage, however, to defend even unpopular 
ideas where his conception of truth demands the defence and equal 
courage in exposing Jewish weaknesses. Two citations will illustrate the 
epigrammatic quality of Prof. Bentwich’s writing. He dubs the assimila- 
tionist ‘‘a Jacob without aladder,’’ and Zionist pioneers in Palestine 
‘the standard-bearers of the cause of an altruistic nationalism.” 


A DEFENCE OF TRADITION 


One of the most comforting signs of the times is the manner in which 
the younger generation, whose training and antecedents qualify them to 
act as leaders of the community in the future, are beginning to appreciate 
the eternal values of Jewish tradition and are rallying round it. One of 
the most able of these, Mr. F. Ashe Lincoln, has formulated his ideas 
upon. the subject in a little Book, Is ORTHODOXY WORTH} WHILE 
(js. 6d. net)—the most recent in the valuable series of works of 
Jewish interest published by Edward Goldston, Ltd. There is nothing 
of startling novelty, indeed, in the volume; but the old Sarguments 
are ranged skilfully and effectively. It is only through the pre- 
servation of the Jewish religion, in its traditional ;presentation, that 
Mr. Lincoln can visualise the preservation of the Jewish ‘people as a 


separate entity, whether in the Diaspora or in Palestine. He emphasises ° 


the lesson, so often overlooked by Zionist enthusiasts, that it is only 
through the Judaism of our fathers that the present revival in Lretz 
Yisrael has been rendered possible. .“ Without Sider ‘and Chumash and 
Mishna, Hagadah and Megiltah,” as he well puts it, “the muleteer that 
drives his wagon beneath the shadows of.Mount Gilboa would not now 
chant the sweet Hebrew melodies of the Yishuv, and the Chalutz in 
his vineyard would not sing of the glories of the * Boker.’” 2 While 
not advocating the establishnrent in Palestine of a Jewish theocracy, 
the author hopes that the observance of the Sabbath and Festivals on the 
one hand, and of the laws of Kashrut on the other, will be generally 
enforced in the new National Home. ‘He writes with a sincerity of feeling 
which must command respect; and, though his style is perhaps too 
homiletical, and certainly too personal, his defence of tradition deserves 
consideration by every person to’ whom the problem presents itself for 
solutien,

M. Jacques Maleh is the proprietor and editor of L’Aurore (“ The 
Dawn”), a Jewish periodical published in Cairo. He is alsoa poet and an 
essayist, and author of a volume of verses which appeared eight years 
ago under the title Chim/res.

Egg and Green 
Hard-boiled eggs. Lettuce.

rhe melodrama here is more sombre than many a tragedy, but the 
title is a just one.

At a recent Meeting of the Council of Management Dr. A. Goodman 
Levy was appointed Chairman. Mr. Isidore Aarons, Alderman Sidney 
Bolsom, J.P., L.C.C., and Mr. Michael Kemble were co-opted members of 
the Council, and Mrs. A, Winer was elected a member of the After-Care 
Committee. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the serious loss which the Council had 
sustained by the death of Sir Louis B. Baron, Bart., one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the Hospital. Sir Louis, he said, had been a generous bene- 
factor and had deeply interested himself in the affairs of the Hospital. 

Mr. A. A. Davis, M.D., Ch.M., F.R.C.S., was elected Honorary 
Assistant Gynecologist to fill the vacancy caused by the retirement of 
Mr. Alan Brews. Dr. Franz Nagelschmidt, who created the method of 
treatment by diathermy, was appointed Honorary Physio-Therapeutist, 
and Dr. F. Lucas was appointed Medical Officer to the Physio- Therapeutic 
Department. 

Kleven Nurses sat for the recent examination of the General Nursing 
Council for England and Wales, and seven were successful. The offer of 
the Ladies’ Aid Association to provide material for a roof garden for the 
Nursing Staff on the balcony adjoining their Dining Room was gratefully 
accepted. An expenditure of £265 was authorised to carry out structural 
alterations to the Resident Medical Officers’ quarters to provide the 
necessary accommodation to house three resident officers instead of two 
as hitherto.
